General Description of the Building 

This was a four-story building about 100 m long, 25 m wide, 30 m high, con- 
structed of red brick with a red slate, gable roof. A passageway through the cen- 
ter of the building about 5 motors high and 7 meters wide permitted vehicles to 
enter the area. The entire third floor was used for classrooms. This casern was 
shared by a Rear Services cooks 1 school, fire-fighting school, and an unidenti- 
fied infantry unit. Windows on the first floor had iron bars across them.

There were no 
guards at this door. 

16. Side gate. This was an open driveway about 10 m wide with a crushed rock base, 
used to allow larger trucks to enter the area and pick up rations from the 
ration issue point. Guards were posted here 24 hours a day.

The following elements were located within this casern: In the northeastern 
section was an unidentified military prison, in the southeastern section were the 
quarters for unidentified students from an unidentified trade school, in the
